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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure s 1 9 and 20 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 , line 1 3, 
"the" should be inserted before frame. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of 
the following is required: There is a lack of antecedent basis for the claim terminology 
found in claim 14, as amended "the left and right suspension arms are each pivotally 
coupled to an axis of the left and right rear wheels, respectively". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. In Claim 14, lines 19 and 20 recite "the left and right 
suspension arms are each pivotally coupled to an axis of the left and right rear wheels, 
respectively" This is contrary to what is described in the specification and shown in the 
drawings, and as such there is not support in the specification as filed for this limitation, 
and it constitutes new matter. The Examiner directs applicant's attention to Figure 7, for 
instance, which shows a fixed connection between the suspension arm (72) and the 
holder (83.) There is no pivotal coupling between the axis of the wheel and either 
suspension arm. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 3-6 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claim 3, line 2 recites "a connecting 
member". However, as amended, claim 1 already recites a connecting member. As 
such, the double inclusion of "a connecting member" in claim 3 is unclear. The 
Examiner suggests amending claim 3 so that "a connecting member" is changed to "the 
connecting member", in order to provide one-to-one correspondence between the claim 
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limitations and the disclosed invention. Regarding claim 14, the scope of this claim is 
very unclear. Claim 14 recites "right and left suspension means" which are described as 
pivotally coupled to the spindle. A review of the specification indicates that the 
suspension means that are pivotally coupled to the spindle are the suspension arms 
(71, 72.) However, claim 14, as amended, further recites that the swinging means 
include "a left suspension arm and a rear suspension arm.". As such it is unclear what 
are the suspension means if the swinging means includes the suspension arms. When 
the applicant writes a claim in 1 12 6 th language, it is important that the specification is 
clear about the structure that meets the functional limitations. If the swinging means are 
the suspension arms, then what are the suspension means? Additionally, in line 17, 
claim 14 recites "the left and right suspension arms". There is no antecedent basis in 
the claim for "the right suspension arm", since it was previously recited as the "rear 
suspension arm". Regarding claim 14, lines 19 and 20, it is unclear what is intended by 
the limitation "the left and right suspension arms are each pivotally coupled to an axis of 
the left and right rear wheels, respectively". The specification provides no antecedent 
basis for this claim language, and the figures do not show this limitation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed, pending correction of the minor informality discussed 
above. Claims 7,8,11,12 and 1 3 are allowed 

7. Claims 3-6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 9/22/05 have been fully considered. Applicants 
arguments with respect to the amended claims are persuasive, with the exception of 
those arguments beginning on the second page of the remarks received 9/22/05, with 
respect to claim 14. Applicant states that Parsons does not suggest a suspension 
including "left and right suspension arms that are each pivotally coupled to an axis of 
the left and right rear wheels". The Examiner respectfully submits that this limitation is 
not found in the instant application, either.
